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DUBAI (DPA) — The Iraqi Aueliorlties have sentenced ro death 
eight men charged with the killings ofShiite Muslim clerics in 
Iraq, an Iraqi newspaper reported Sunday. Al Jumhuriya said the 
eight men stood trial and on Saturday were sentenced to death 
Tor the killings last year of Ayatollah Murtadha All Moliammad 
Ibrahim Borujerdi and Ayatollali Ali Gharavi as well as the 
attempted murder in 1996 against Ayatollah Ali Sustain. Tlie 
highest Muslim Shiite cleiic in Iraq, Grand Ayatollah 
Mohammad Sadiq Al Sader, and his two sons were assassinated 
last February. 


In Israeli shelling 

TVRE, .Lebanon (AFP) A Lebanese woman was wounded 
Sunday when Israel shelled a village just beyond its self- 
declared "security zone" in south Lebanon, police said. Some 
60 Israeli shells fell on Hadatha village, lightly wounding Fatima 
Nasser, 33, and damaging houses and cars, they said. The bom- 
bardment followed an attack by Lebanese Hizboliah resistance 
guerrillas on the Israeli position at Belt Yihoun in the western 
part of the buffer zone occupied by the Jewish state. Israel's 
proxy militia, the South Lebanon Army, said there were no casu- 
alties from the Hizboliah operation. Hizboliah said the attack 
had caused "definite damage.” 


ABU DHABI (AFP) — The United Arab Emirates (UAE) announced 
Sunday that it has resolved a dispute with Italy over a faulty 
rocket-launching system and lifted a two-year-old suspension 
of arms deals with Italian companies. "The problem... was 
resolved in a very good way for both countries," said military 
spokesman Colonel Staff Obeid Al Kitbi, welcoming what lie 
called the "positive role"' played by the Italian government. He 
told reporters at an Abu Dhabi arms fair that Italian weapons 
manufacturers were back in the bidding for UAE contracts, fol- 
lowing the settlement with Bombrini Parodi Delfino (BPD). 
Details of the settlement were not disclosed. Italian firms were 
ruled out of any new arms deals in 1 997 because of the long- 
standing row over a S280 million rocket-launching system, 
which was supplied back in. 1984.

MANAMA (AFP) — Bahraini Prime Minister Sheik Khalifa Ben 
SalmarrAl Klialifa on Sunday vowed "dcdicition in supporting" 
the Gulf island state's new emir Sheik Hamad Ben Issa Al 
Khalifa, the official GNA news agency said. The prime minister 
said in a statement he had confidence In his nephew, wlio "will 
be a fit and able successor for his father Sheik Issn [Ben Salman 
Al Khalifa).'' Sheik Khalifa, who has been premier since 1970, 
also pledged his support for the new crown prince, Sheik 
Salman Ben Hamad Al Khalifa saying his appointment this week 
"received the full consideration and .support of all.”

ALGIERS (AFP) — Algerian securi^ forcesihave slain 14 armed 
Muslim extremists in recent days, newspapers reported Sundajt 
Security forces killed nine extremists during a search in Aflou, 
near Laghouat, in southern Algeria, Liberte reported. Le Matjrt. 
reported that two armed extremists were killed In the souths: 
western region of Khemis Miliana, while two others were killed > 
in southern Medea. La TVIbune reported that an armed Islamist 
was killed Thursday evening in the eastern town of 
Constantine. Liberte added that the corpses of four other 
Islamic extremists - killed during clashes with rival factions • 
turned up in the Hoiiara mountains, near southeastern Cuelma. 


US TRIES TO REVIVE 
SYRIA- ISRAEL TALKS 



DAMASCUS (R) — US Assistant 
Secretary of State Martin 
liidyk discussed with Syrian 
officials on Sunday iiow to 
revive Syrian-lsraeii peace 
talks broken off in early 1996. 

“We discussed the Middle 
East peace process and how to 
prepare the ground for an 
effort to resume negotiations 
on the Syrian and Lebanese 
tracks, afier the Israeli elec- 
tions," Indyk told reporters 
after over three hours of talks 
with Foreign Minister Farouq 
Al Shara. 

Asked whether there was a 
specific US initiative to revive 
the Syrian-Israeli talks, Indyk 
said his effort was now aimed 
at consulting Syria because it 
is “simply not realistic for that 
to occur before the Israeli 
elections," which are due in 
May. 

Officials said Shara reiterat- 
ed during the talks Syria's 
demands chat talks should 
resume from the point where 
they left off with the previous 
Labor-led Israeli government. 

Syria says the Labor govern- 
ment agreed during previous 
sporadic talks that opened in 
1991 to withdraw fully from 
tile Golan Heights, occupied 
by Israel from Syria in 1967.

Baghdad has been actively challeng- 
ing the exclusion zones since four days 
of US and British air strikes waged 
against It in December for failing to 
cooperate on disarmament.

“Palestinian officials and the PLO's 
central council and executive com- 
mittee will hold a meeting at the 
beginning of May to decide, in the 
light of discussions"' if a Palestinian 
state should be declared May 4, said 
Nabil Abu Rudeina on a visit to 
. Muscat with President Yasser Arafat. 

“The Palestinian position Is still 
that May 4 is the fixed date," on 
declaring statehood, he stressed, 
although “the Palestinian leadership 
will study all proposals and ideas.” 

A top Palestinian official on Sunday 
said President Yasser Arafat was con- 
sidering “requests and advice" to 
delay the declaration of statehood. 

"The date, for proclaiming state- 
hood is approaching and President 
Arafat has said it will be proclaimed 
on May 4.” interiiadonal cooperation 
minister Nabll Shaath told AFP during 
a visit by the Palestinian leader. 

“But we are receiving advice and 
requests to delay the proclamation of 
statehood," he added, and said 
Arafat would only take a decision 
after “consulting all the countries 
which signed the Oslo accords.” 


Although he said tlie l\ilestini.ins 
wanted to proclaim statehood in 
May, he stressed tliat they also want- 
ed to "listen to tlie advice" of tlie 
greatest number of countries to get 
"agreements to recognize" the future 
state. 

Shaath said Arafat would meet 
French President Jacques Chirac on 
Mairh 22 in Paris and US President 
Bill Clinton on March 23 in 
Washington with this aim. 

Arafat arrived In Abu Dhabi, capital 
of the United Arab Emirates (UAE) on 
Saturday- following a visit to Riyadh 
which included meeting with King 
Falid. 

Later Arafat arrived in Muscat, 
Oman, and discussed the Middle East 
peace'process with Sultan Qaboos on 
Sunday, the official Oman News 
Agency reported. 

It said Arafat briefed Qaboos on 
plans to declare a Palestinian state. 

In the UAE he was to meet 
President Sheik Zayed Ben Sultan Al 
Nahynn. 

“Until now. the results of the talks 
are positive, and we have the support 
of our brother Arabs," Shaath said. 

He added Arafat would leave the 
Gulf for Norway, Finland, which is 
due to hold the next presidency of 
the EU, and then Spain.

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SERBS AND KOSOVO REBELS BACK IN FRANCE 
UNDER PRESSURE TO MAKE PEACE 


PARIS (AFP) — Serbs and ethnic Albanians 
got ready Sunday for more talks to end the 
war In Kosovo, with the US and European 
* Union pressing for a swift peace deal 
despite deadly bomb blasts echoing in the 
background. 

Round one of the Kosovo peace confer- 
ence, at Rambouillet Chateau, near the 
French capital, went on for 17 days last 
month but failed to end the year-old con- 
flict in the heart of central Europe. 

This time the two sides, and their US. EU 
and Russian mediators, are to meet from 
Monday in Paris proper, even as the vio- 
lence rages on in the Serbian province 
where an ethnic Albanian majority is fight- 
ing for self-rule. 

Hie Kosovo Albanian side. Including the 
KLA’s general staff, has all but connmied 
that it will sign an 82-page draff accord that 
would give Kosovo extensive autonomy for 
a three-year period. 

“Our intention is to sign the accord ai]d 
then to discuss its implementation,'' said 
Veton Surroi, publisher of the independent 
Koha DItore newspaper and a member of 
the Kosovar delegation. 

But Yugoslav President Slobodan 
Milosevic is stubbornly resisting a core part 
of the plan, the deployment of 26,000 heav- 
ily-armed peacekeepers under the com- 
mand of the North Atlantic Treaty 


Organization (NATO). 

NATO In turn has standing orders to 
bomb Serbian targets if Milosevic does not 
come around, or if his security forces step 
up their fight against the estimated 15.000- 
strong KLA guerrillas. 

IVvo bombs planted in garbage bins in 
Podiijcvo town, and n third in a bustling 
marker in Kosvoska Mitrovica, left six peo- 
ple dead and G6 injured Saturday, said the 
Serbian-run media center in Kosovo's main 
city Pristina. 

Tiie bombs went off as the Kosovo 
Albanian delegation Icff Pristina on a 
French military aircraft Satiirelay, to be fol- 
lowed Sunday by Belgrade's team, the 
makeup of which had yet to be announced. 

Hie media center also said a 21 -year-old 
soldier was killed, and three wounded, 
when their unit was hit by mortar and auto- 
matic weapons fire in a clash Saturday with 
ethnic Albanian rebels nearVucitrn, also in 
the north. 

On Sunday, the Organization for Security 
and Cooperation in Europe (OSCE) said it 
had unconfirmed reports of “sporadic" 
artillery and automatic weapons fire near 
the town of Klina. 

Sources close to the Serbian police

RUSSIAN SAILOR FREED

MOSCOW (AFP) — One of two 
Russian officers kidnapped this 
month in the breakaway repub- 
lic of Chechnya was freed 
Sunday, Russian media report- 
ed.

He said the estimated cost for setting up the first phase of the 
power grid was SI. I billion, down from earlier estimates of 
Si. 9 billion. 

Tlie project's total cost was put at S2.8 billion, although 
Oweiss said ihiit should be reviewed as rite cost of the first 
phase had been reduced based on new studies. 

TIic ministers from the Gulf Cooperation Council (GCC) had 
agreed in 1997 to ask Kuwait, Saudi Arabia, Bahrain and Qatar 
Co pjy 35 percent of the project's first phase. 

The remaining 65 percent of the project cost would be secured 
from banks and niiancial institutions. 

Once the first phase is implemented, the share of cost con- 
tributed by the United Arab Emirates and Oman would be spec- 
ified. 

Tlie project, which the six states have been studying since 
1991 , would enable GCC states to exchange surplus electricity.

LONDON (AP) — Britain and the United States are 
investigating whether the Lloyd's of London insur- 
ance market is being used by "American gangsters*' 
as a cover for scams that could cost hundreds of 
millions of pounds (dollars) in lost claims. The 
Sunday Times reported. 

Several British firms have beei\ raided during the 
four-month investigation, codenamed Operation 
Chain, Lloyd's spokesman Nick Doak confirmed 
Saturday night. “VYe don't believe that it has had an 
impact on Lloyd's itself, insofar as we believe that it 
is the false use of Lloyd's security as an insurer 
which is being investigated," Doak said. 

"It is apparently a third-party fronting operation," 
he said. "It is the policyholders who would have suf- 
fered any losses." 

The Sunday Times said the fraud is thought to 
involve bogus insurance companies set up by 
"American crime syndicates" - registered offshore in 
the Caribbean • which offer to cover aviation and 
shipping companies and Third World governments 
against losses due to natural disasters, air crashes . 
and shipwrecks. 

The bogus firms rent property and other assets 
from legitimate companies to make it appear they 
have the resources to pay olTbig claims, the news- 
paper said. 

Premiums are collected, but the companies liqui- 
date when big claims arc made, leaving clients 
unprotected. Hie Sunday Times said. 

Other insurance companies an? then left to foot 
the bill through the industry's safety net plan, and 
the costs are passed on to customers through high- 
er premiums, tlie newspaper said.

HANOVER — Tile operating system Linux, used by an estimat- 
ed six million people world-wide and seen by some as n worthy 
competitor to Microsoft's Windows, is used overwhelmingly by 
men under 35 years of age. German-based research firm 
WebCilO. which specializes in internet research and recently 
conducted a Linux market survey, says that most Linux users 
have an academic background. Some 99 per cent of the 600 
users surveyed were male, nearly 80 per cent were between 1 8 
and 35 years old. and almost two-tllilds held a college degree. 
Fifty per cent of the Linux users stated they also work as pro- 
grammers or system administrators. The survey participants 
were visitors of a Linux newsgroup on the Internet. 'The study 
was published by German Computer magazine C T. 
Deutsche Presse Agentur. 


Siemens. Untnrala announce 
brenkthrou eh In ehio production 


MUNICH — In a joint ellbrt. electronics giants Siemens and 
Motorola have achieved a breakthrougli in microchip manufac- 
turing. The companies have produced the first microchip ever 
on 300- millimeter silicon wafers. Accoidlng to Siemens and 
Motorola, the new production technology will decrease pro- 
duction costs by 30 per cent, as chips are currently produced 
on 200-mlllimetre wafers. The larger wafer can accommodate 
2.5 times as many cliips as the traditional technology. The 64 
megabit DRAM chips are being manufactured in a Jointly oper- 
ated facility in Dresden, Germany. Tlie next step is tlie devel- 
opment of a new concept for the production of all types of 
microchips on the basis of the new technology by 2001. Tlie 
research and development costs for the project are estimated 
at more than S500 million. Siemens is the world's tenth largest 
semiconductor producer. However, the company’s microchip 
segment, employing 25,00 people world-wide, recently suf- 
fered recotd losses with revenues of loss than four billion dol- 
lars. To increase liquidity, Siemens plans to go public with chip 
production. Motorola’s semiconductor scginent generated rev- 
enues of over four billion in 1998 —Deutsche Presse Agentur. 


British defense officials

LONDON — British Ministry of Defense (MOD) officials on 
Sunday denied arresting a man for breaking into its computers 
and trying to extort funds. “This story is nonsense,” said an 
MOD spokesman, after the British weekly Sunday Business 
reported that ministry poiice had arrested a computer hacker 
who cracked their security firewalls. The weekly claimed the 
man had demanded a ransom of S 4.8 million to stop visiting 
an MOD satellite. The report added that the man. identified 
only as n British citizen, had been questioned and released 
under judicial control, but would not be prosecuted “In order 
to avoid .1 public trial." Sunday Business reported two weeks 
ago that hackers had broken into n Skynet military satellite and 
disrupted its operations, but the MOD denied that story as 
well. Scotland Vbrd said ten days ago It was investigating "an 
allegation of n hacker believed to be targeting several difiTcrent 
international sites, some of which may include military Instal- 
lations” — Agcncc France Presse.

POINT, CLICK AT YOUR RISK 


WASHINGTON (DPA) — Point, 
click, point, dick, dick, dick, click, 
dick. 

Sound reperitlve? For the mil- 
lions of people who use a stan- 
dard computer mouse every day, 
die familiar “point and dick" rou- 
tine is just that — and it can be a 
leading cause of repetitive stress 
injuries, which are on the rise 
worldwide. 

"I'm convinced that the mouse 
injures more people dinn the key- 
board," Leo Rozmnryn, a hand 
surgeon and specialist in repeti- 
tive stress disorders in 
Washington, DC, told the German 
Press Agency (DPA). 

The problem, say spedalists, is 
that the mouse strains the hand 
over time by forcing repedtive use 
of one or two lingers. In addition, 
the tiny wrist movements 
required of mouse users can result 
in microscopic tears of sensitive 
wrist ligaments and in tendinitis 
— a painfiil swelling condidon. 

"Ibe most serious Injuries I 
have seen come from mouse use," 
says Emil PascarelH, a physician at 
NewYbrk's Columbia-Prcsbyterlan 
Medical Centre and author of die 
book "Repetitive Strain Injury.” 

That's bad news for today's PC 
users, who increasingly use graph- 
ical operating systems such as 


Microsoft's Windows and Apple's 
Macintosh OS. Both operating sys- 
tems, as well as the applications 
that mn on them, tempt users to 
rely lieavily on the mouse Instead 
of on the keyboard for input. 

‘ But it's not just computer mice 
diat are to blame, say PascarelH 
and odiers. Even trackballs, often 
touted as a more ergonomic 
replacement for the standard 
computer mouse, can cause 
injury. 

Trackballs, like mice, can force 
the wrist and fingers to perform 
unnatural, repetitive motions 
while other muscles normally 
used in conjunction with the hand 
and fingers remain unused and 
uiisiipportive. 

“We couldn't find a single 
mouse or trackball we felt was 
safe to use for extended periods 
of time," says PascarelH. "Worse, 
we had the same problem you will 
probably have if you try to buy 
one: most of the stores keep die 
devices wrapped in their scaled 
boxes and refused to take them 
out so we could hold tlicm or see 
how they woiked." 

Everyone who uses a mouse, 
health professionals warn, Is at 
risk Of developing one fonii or 
another of repetitive stress injury 
Early signs onnjury Include tired- 


ness or numbness of the hands, 
clicking or cracking of finger or 
wrist joints, or a tingling sensa- 
tion In the fingers. 

To ward off possible injury, 
experts suggest multiple 
approadves. 

"Currently, the best possible 
solution is to use a variety of input 
devices ■ if you use a standard 
mouse at work, try switching to a 
trackball at home," says 
Rozmaryn.

"Space is about to go boom,"

The prizes in space arc huge 
already, but this time the sky 
really is no longer the limit. 

It is 30 years since space sci- 
entists first unveiled a vision of 
orbiting colonies, growing their 
own food in huge wheeling 
space stations at rest in a kind 
of gravity hammock between 
Earth and tlie .Moon. There they 
would quarry the Moon and 
asteroids for rare and precious 
niinerals. collect solar power 
and beam it to Earth, make 
ultra-precise medicines and 
engineering tools in microgravi- 
ty, and grow tlicir own food. 

Nnsci actually designed one in 
1975: colonists would breathe 
oxygen extracted from Moon 
rocks and cultivate 63 hectares 
of farmland under glass in 
space. And tlicn the euphoria 
that began with the Apollo land- 
ings began to fade. 

But a new era is on the way. 


The Incern.itional Space 
Station, the first permanent 
floating establishment the size 
of a football field 320 kilome- 
ters up in the sky is being 
assembled now by Russian and 
US astronauts: it should provide 
a permanent home for a haiidilil 
of scientists early in the next 
millennium. 

Eventually, Nasa could hand it 
over to private industry; facto- 
ries and workshops and space 
hotels could begin to gather 
around it. 

The space tourism business is 
a nnilti-niillioii bonanza in the 
making and the travel agents 
are already staking their claims: 
at least one firm hopes to lift off 
with passengers into sub-orbital 
space in 2001. Last yoitr Nasa 
esiimniccl that space tourism 
could be worth SlU billion a 
year within decades. The Space 
'Ibiii'isin Society expects orbital 
hotels carrying hundreds of 
travelers by 2040. 

Meanwhile, you cannot yet 
live in space, but you can cer- 
tainly be dead up there. Cetesiis 
Burial Services actually helps 
tliosc prepared to pay for it to 
dispatch the ashes of their loved 


ones into space: the first little 
urn went into orbit in 1997. 

There arc people who hope 
to devise movie soundstages in 
space, because one of the 
inipiausibilities of Star 1>ek, Star 
Wbrs and other oiit-of-this- 
world adventures is that inil the 
actors are clearly in the grip of 
gravity. In the long term, there 
could be huge lewards in the 
minerals to be picked up in the 
asteroid belt. 

A one-kilometer iiickol-lron 
asteroid could contain seven bil- 
lion tons of iron, one billion 
tons of nickel and enough 
cobalt lo last planet Earth for 
3,000 years. Tliere are already 
plans for a private "pruspecioi" 
spacepmbe to visit an .isteroid. 
Soulier or later the miners will 
arrive, in space suits. 

Martin jarrold says: "11i.it's 
still a very very visionary thing 
but ilic strength bohiiul su 
many previous revolutions in 
economics and recliiiology has 
been a vision: as far as the idea 
of factories in space goes, I 
would say we arc looking at 
least three gencratiuns hence.

VIOLINIST PLAYS THE SAME 

ON 30, PRICELESS VIOLINS 

NEW YORK (AP) — Viofiito Elmar Oliveir played and 
lecoided thesame piece of music on 30 dlfTeneni violins. 

The result is Ihree ne^vly released cpmpact discs tilled 
'The Miracle Makers.” 

Tliese priceless Instruments, assembled from collec- 
rois and artists on three continems by the Qiicago vio- 
lin experts Bern and Fushi, were made by two geniuses 
of sound, Antonk) Stradivari and Giuseppe Cuamm del 
Gesu. They are estimated to be wortiv dirs 100 million. 

Along with a book on the violins, the recording pro- 
ject was recently presented at Sttinway Hall, die 
Manhattan headquarters of the femed piano maker. 

The highliglitwas three Stradivatis and two Guameris 
sitting onawhite tablecloth under the hall s crystal diaiv 
delier. 

Olivdia, die first American violinist to win gold at the 
Tchalkovdty comperition in Moscow, hi 1978, seamless- 
ly pulled ofTthe switching trick. 

He alternated among the five fiddles - as lie endear- 
ingly calls them - to play pieces by Oitoiino Respiglil, 

Ernest Bloch and George Cershwdn. For tiie CDs. record- 
ed at Purchase College, just north of New Ybtk Qty, he 


played the same excerpt from tlie Sibelius Violin 
Concerto on all 30 instruments. Anotiwr 1 5 pieces were 
eadi reooided first on a Guameri and then on a 
Stradivari. 

It's a fijat that would make most musicians sweat. 

"Each violin is very individual," Oliveira soys. It 
responds differently, die measurements vary and you 
have to adjust your liand - in a very physical, analytical 
way." 

The Tiniesr error, meaning a finger moved a 
miaomeasureinent on die fingeiboaid, translates into 
oui-of-tune music. 

But die reward - hearing and comparing music on die 
finest violins ever made - is a thrill, he s^. 

"It's like meeting about 1 50 inciedible people, eadi a 
personality thafs Intriguing,” he adds. 

The dark brilliance of the Guameris alternates widi 
the Stradhraiis' spectacular, bright sound. Both mast^ 
crafted iheir instniments more dian 200 years ago in 
Cremona, Italy. No one has ever been able to duplicate 
the seductive quality oftheir tone, an alchemy of con- 
slniction and the secret vamislies that coat the wood 


And tliafs wliy die prices of these Instruments Iwve 
risen into ilie millions of dollars. Tiventy of die instru- 
ments were on display in glass cases in die back of 
Steinway Hall. Each lias a special name - like a Stradivari 
dubbed La Oithedrale for the majesty of Its tone. 

Most of die star violinists of this century liave per- 
formed in concert on either a Stradivari or a Guameri, 
Indiidingjasciia Heifetz.

EDGING AAMODT BY 23 POINTS

SIERRA NEVADA, Spain (AP) — 
Norwegian Lasse Kjiis won the cov- 
eted men's overall World Gip title 
Sunday, edging his close friend 
Kjetil Andre Aamodr by 23 points 
in one of the closest season points 
chases in World Cup history. 

|(ius, by finishing seventh in 
Surday's giant slalom in a com- 
bined rime for. two runs ol 2 min- 
utes 5.48 seconds, gained 36 
points to bring his winning total to 
1,465 to repeat the title he won in 
1996. 

Aamodt, who won the overall 
title in 1994, clocked 2:05.13 for 
iillii place, bringing him 45 puinis 
snd a season finish of 1 ,442.

I 
felt a lot of pressure in the second 
run because I had made so miiny 
mistakes on the first. But I risked it 


all because I had to." 

Asked to compare it to his '96 
title, he said. "I think this one is 
better because it's the latest I can 
remember." 

Aamodt, who looked up the hill 
dejectedly as Kjus was surrounded 
by friends and reporters, said Kjus 
deserved the win. 

“Lasse has been the best all 
these year." Aamodt said. "I like to 
fight him to the last gate.” 

Aamodr trailed Kjus by 32 points 
entering the final race. 

"After Lasse's poor first run, I 
began to believe I h,id a chance," 
he added. "But I knew after I fin- 
ished by second run I would nor 
win because my second run was 
not good enough," 

Maier, the defending overall 
champion, was eliminated from 
the chase in Saturday's slalom, fin- 
ishing the season with 1, 307 
points.

BRITAIN'S BIO-SPENDING QUEEN

LONDON (DPA| — The extrava- 
gant lifestyle of Britain's "Queen 
Mum'', the 98-yeai-old mother of 
Britain's Queen Elizabeth II, has 
left her with a huge bank over- 
draft of four million pounds ster- 
ling, the Sunday Times newspa- 
per reported.
